WIIA T WILL IT BE ? 

Bcforo the iirrivnl of another Sunday 
the present year will have run its 
^>.courso and 1879 willliavo been ushered 
Looking back ujion the months of 

1878 that are past, the attention of the 
more casual observer cannot fail to bo- 
come fixed on at least some of tho 
most important events that have tran- 
spired. To some tho recollection of 
these events will bo accompanied with 
a feeling. of .pleasuro, but to^ tho-major- 
ity tlio remembrance wiU'lJo devoid of 
satisfaction. Such being tho case tho 
questions naturally occur: What will 

1879 bo ? Will it be a year of pros- 

• ' pcritv or depression 1 Will it bo 
"fraught with sorrow or joy? Time, tho 

cradle of hope and the grave of ambi- 
tion^ is alono capable of solving theso 
probloii..s. But, although the future is 
' impenetrable, it is reasonable to sur- 
mise that 1879 will witness mark- 
ed improvements throughout tho Pro- 
vince. It is not impossible that rail- 
way construction may bo commenced, 
notwithstanding tho fact that many 
think it improbable. The prosecution 
of so extensive a public work would 
give toall branchos of tradeagreat. stim- 
ulus and confer an incalculable heiiclit 
on the working classes. Thedoveiopniont 
of the quartz mines of Cariboo we 
trust to see more successful than it was 
in the spring of the present your, when 
anticipations were too visionary and dis- 
appointments proiwrtioiiatoly disheart- 
ening. The exijoriunco of tho pa.st, how- 
ever, whilst to many an e.-cpensivo one, 
will ultimately lead to beneticialresults, 
which could only bo realized by 
passing through such an ordeal. Too 
great a credulity in the first instance 
was followed by an extreme reaction ; 
but it is now hoped that in the near 
future British Columbia will bo placed 
in a position, as a quartz mining coun- 
try, second to none on the continent. 
This is not a mere assumption, for wo 

;are assured that data have been ob- 
tained to warrant tho assertion that 

•we may safely regard quartz de- 
velopments for the coming year as 
most promising. Already the rever- 
beration of three batteries is heard, and 

• the cheerful echo but preludes tho 
beginning of a great quartz industry. 
There is every reason also to belit .-a 

- that the depression in the coal trade 
has been successfully tided over and 
that during 1S79 our Island coal, whicli 
has already obtained a pre-eminence in 

' foreign and domestic markets, will 
maintain that supremacy. The fisheries 
of the Fraser and other rivers will 
doubtless be carried on with renev.'cd 
vigor and extended facilities, for 
steamers aro now in course of con- 
struction to expedite operations. The 
lumber trade, it is hoped, will keep 
both capital and labor busily employed 
and as heretofore contribute materially 
to the prosperity of the country. Tak- 
ing into consideration the circumstances 
to which wo have alluded, and others 
of not so great importance, we think 
British Columbians may confidently 
anticipate a vastly improved state of 
aflairs during 1879. 

CONTINENTAL OPINION. 

Continental journals ai'e bu.sily oc- 
' y'oupied in discussing tho war between 
'Great Bi'itain and Afghanistan. The 
French papers have frequent articles on 
the situation. The Debuts the other 
day' published an article, the substance 
of which was that Germany loves Rus- 
sia, France esteems England, and in 
the coming future the Tricolour and 
Union Jack will 'stand together. It 
believes that an alliance between Rus- 
sia and Germany i-? possible, and bold- 
ly declares that France will ally her- 
self with England in the event of any 
European complications. Tho Kepub- 
Uque Fnnicai.-ic condemns Ru.fsia for 
sending caravans containing arms and 
ammunition for Shore Ali. The ItaN 
ian papers believe that Russia ^vill play 
off Afghanistan against England as 
.she did Servia against Turkey; and 
the journalists of Germany appear co 
entertain the same opinion. Thsy as- 
sert that Russia will interfere in fa- 
vor of the Ameer at the negotiations 
for peace, just as England did when 
the preliminaries of the San Stefano 
treaty has boon quietly arranged. The 
Berlin Post suggests that England 
should avoid even the appearance of 
subduing the whole of Afghanistan, 
and thinks that even if England should 
end the war successfully she will be 
unable to spare Anglo-Indian troojjs 
for European service when the Ameer's 
J dominions will become more and more 
a Russian outpost. The consensus of 
continental opinion appears to be fa- 
vorable to the position of England. 

TEE OUTLOOK IN ENGLAND. 



It is difficult to determine where the 
dark cloud of industrial and financial 
disorder, which broke upon the horizon 
of Britain's future pi*ospects with the 
failure of the City of Glasgow Bank 
some time since, may terminate. Pos- 
sibly it may yet overshadow tho whole 
nation. It has already had tho effect 
to chill every industry and to spread 
ruin and distrust through the country. 
Recent advices state that fully 60 per 
cent, of the spindles in the great manu- 

" facturing districts of England and Scot- 
land are now entirely stopped or run- 
ning on short time. Tho iron interests 
have suffered to an equal if not. greater 
extent. But what is still more alarm- 
ing a London dispatch of the 21st 
inst. states that, notwithstanding 

'uthe Bank of England has raised the 
rate of interest virtually to 7 per cent., 
still she. cannot keep up her reserve to 

-. -figures which financial men consider 
safo. It is feared that tho bank le- 
serve will be run down so low on ac- 
count of a steady di'ain, which is not 
caused by demands of commerce, butbj 



tho distrust of the public, that the Gov- 
ernment will bo .compelled to come to 
the rescue. • 

OA NA DIA N BA NKS. 



In an article of considerable length 
tho Monetary Times refers to the pres- 
ent position of the Canadian Banks .as 
oae in many r&spects of the most satis- 
factory natm-e — as, in fact, more satis- 
factory than when their .shares wei-e 
selling at much higher prices. Two of 
the most encouraging features in the 
present position arc tba-t- the amoum or 
"over-duo notes" has decreased within 
the last twelve months, and the pay- 
ment of ""bills" is mado with greater 
punctuality. Tho business of the Banks 
generally is being conducted on a sound 
basis, and there are now no longer any 
apprehensions of disaster from tho 
shrii:!..igo of values. It is gratifying 
to know from such an authority as the 
Monetary Times "that tho worst is over; 
that prices liavo touched bottom : that 
no further fall is to bo apprehended 
from a decline in tho value of stocks in 
the hands of merchants; and that the 
Banks have faced the bulk of thoir 
share of the losses, written theui off and 
done with them." 

DEVELOPMENT OF THE NEW- 
FOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 



Elsewhere, under the above heading, 
will be found an extract which .should 
interest Ib'itish Columbians, as within 
ilieir own outer and inner seas fishing 
banks exist at various points, awaiting 
the application of skill and industry to 
add greatly to the strength and wealth 
of their Province. With a population 
of hardy fi.shermcn, and here and there 
a ship-building yard, u]) and down the 
coast from Fort Simpson to Fra.ser- 
mouth, how soon our own and Imper- 
ial interests could bo served by the 
formation of a Colonial naval reserve 
on t]i9 Pacific such as tho Dominion is 
already so well able to embody on the 
Atlantic.

Whatever inay biorthe result of the 
unfortunate differences between this 
country and the United States relative 
to tho construction of the Fishery 
Clauses of tho Treaty of Washington 
and to the application to foreigners 
equally with British subjects of the 
Colonial laws regulating the coast fish- 
eries, the Newfoundland fishermen 
must be content to see the bosc part of 
tho produce of their unrivalled fishing- 
grounds carried off by foreigners unles.s 
they improve their appliances for reap- 
ing the harvest of tho sea. Tho Colo- 
nial boats and tackle are notoriously 
inferior to those of the American and 
French visitors to their shores ; indeed, 
the Great Bank fishery of Newfound- 
land may bo said to bo entirely in the 
hands of the Uuitod States and French 
fishermen. There aro some 2U,u00 
vessels employed in fishing belonging 
to the Colony, but not five per cent, 
of those are able to go far from shore, 
being undecked and unfitted for deop- 
soa fishing. The American boats, on 
tho contrary, aro largo, well-found ves- 
sels, worthy to rank with tho finest 
smacks in this country ; and the coiisc5- 
quenco is that tho Colonial lisherrnen 
are obliged to bo content with the les.s 
valuable inshore fisheries, while their 
rivals carry ofl' tho prizes to be obtain 
od on thn deop-soa grounds. As an in- 
direct result of this state of things, the 
fisheries of tho country art^ b('lieveLl to 
bo Hufl'ering from the practice wliicli 
has sprung u]) among the inshuro fisli- 
ermeii of selling the fish they catcli — 
capelin, smelt, herrings, &c, — as bait 
for the cod lishiiig lines; and the high 
prices ]iai(I by the lino-lisliormen for a 
supply of that indispeii.sably necessary 
article have tempted the coast fisher- 
men to pro,secute this branch of their 
calling more and more, to tho neglect 
of more legitimate kinds of fishing. The 
inshore fisiicries aro conscciuently har- 
assed all the year round in the desire 
to obtain su;>'plies of b.'iif for tho bene- 
fit of the American dooji-sea lishernieii, 
and the consequence is that the Ijait 
fisheries thenuselves are falling ofl! 
Whether any measures can be taken 
directly to remedy this state of things 
is doubtful. The Government of the 
Colony is, however, taking steps to en- 
couriigo the prosecution of the Bank 
fishery by offering a bounty of six 
dollars per ton to all vessels of twenty- 
five tons burden and over, fishing for 
three months in the year, dating from 
April 12, at a distance of forty miles 
from tin; shore of Newfouiullarid. 
There ought to be sullicient iiiduceiiient 
in the value of the deep-sea fishery 
itself for Newfoundland fishernKui to 
embark more generally in this impor- 
tant industry v.-itliout the need of 
bounties. If they leave their coast 
fisheries alone a little more, and (iii- 
courage deep-sea fishing, they will find 
it to the benefit of themselves and the 
country gcucr.ally. — Coloniesand India, 
Nuv. '23.

Rev. Mr. Talniage still continues 

his characteristic discourses on tho 
night side features of Now York life.

tinued. "First, the young man leaves i 
his home and wee]iiiig family lo de- 
part over the hillside to new sconea 
and new temptations He disappears 
from the bosom of his family. Ring 
the bell and let the curtain fall. Scene 
the second i.s a niarriago ceremoii}-, 
with a bride at the altar, dressed in 
whito robes, and exclamations of '\lon 
lovely she is," all over the house Ring 
the bell and lower the curtain. Scene 
tho third portrays a woman waiting 
for the return of unsteady footsteps. 
The home is cheerless. Cold hn,nds 
bite tho nails from bloodless fingers. 
Anguish, wailing and dcs])air. Ring 
the bell and drop the curtain. Scene 
the fourth is the final ono. Three 
graves lay side by side in a dark place. 
One is that of a child whose death re- 
sulted from neglect and want. An- 
other is that of a wife who died from 
a broken heart. The next is that of 
the man, who died from dissipation. 
Ring the bell and let tho curtain down 
on tho blackness of darkness, the 
eternal despair."
